I want to thank Vic 
Mobbs, who was not re-elected as 
Chief Librarian, for all the work he 
put into the library over the past 
year. Officially at least, lam now 
also Chief Librarian - but that will 
last only until a replacement is 
finalised this month. 


The club pulled through some 
difficult times last year with the 
help of reduced spending (such as 
ending the Weekend Shopper ads 
and lower Cursor production costs) 
and increased revenue (new ads in 
Cursor and increased PD and blank 
disk sales). We are ready again to 
spend on the things that have 
always kept members happy - a 
good library, a good Cursor and a 
good BBS. If you are receiving this 
September Cursor then you must 
have already renewed membership 
- thank you. 


Look very carefully at the front of 
your October Cursor for final 
details of the location of our 
October main meeting. I have 
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looked at a few places and the best 
so far is in South Brisbane. 
Excellent auditori]m, excellent 
parking, but itis lacking ina 
convenient place for the library. I 
have also heard that another 
educational institution may end up 
buying the Bardon PDC and it may 
stay available for hire. So I am not 
ready to confirm the move just yet, 
but we will have to decide finally 
in the next couple of weeks. We 
had quite a lot of club leaflets 
printed last year, and many are left, 
which now have the wrong club 
name on them and the wrong 
directions to our meeting venue. 
Well that happens. 


As I told you last month, I was not 
able to attend the AGM last month 

myself, and I thank Peter Hughes 
and Greg Perry for looking after 
that meeting. I spent two weeks in 
the USA, and I can tell you that the 
Amiga is NOT very prominent in 
its home country. I never saw a 
piece of Amiga software in any 
general software store and I never 
Saw a piece of Amiga hardware 
anywhere! In Salt Lake City, the 
Amiga dealer in the Yellow Pages 
was several miles out of town and, 
without wheels in that city, I 
couldn’t get to it. I did have a hire 
car in Denver but the address I 
found in the Yellow Pages for an 
Amiga dealer, again well out of the 
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city centre, was now some other 
sort of shop. In Los Angeles, 
obviously a rather large city, I 
searched through the Yellow Pages 
volumes (which come to about a 
metre high!) to find just one dealer 
who mentioned the Amiga. It was 
in Long Beach (about 20 minutes 
expressway driving from 
downtown) and which claimed to 
be the only authorised Commodore 
dealer in the whole LA area. I will 
have some photographs of this 
little shop to show you at the 
September meeting. It was packed 
with second-hand C64s and C128s 
along with old monitors and 
printers - but no Amiga’s. They 
had an amazing collection of 
C64/128 software and books, a real 
goldmine for collectors of that 
material, but at quite high prices. 
There was some Amiga stuff too, 
but nothing very recent (for 
example there was a Deluxe Paint 
III, but no IV). I imagine that 
American Amiga owners must do 
all their shopping by mail order 
through the advertisers who fill out 
the pages in Amiga World and 
Amazing Computing. Finally, I 
bought a copy of Video Toaster 
User at a newsstand; a magazine 
which will never come to Australia 
as the Video Toaster is not PAL- 
compatible. And there at last was a 
lot of support for the Amiga with 
many ads, including some for 
places near where I had been in 
Denver and LA, that were 
Amiga/Video dealers. If you would 
like to see this 152 page glossy 
magazine, come to the September 
meeting or ring me to arrange a 


loan. 


We’ll have some new stuff on 
show in September, including the 
latest version of Blitz BASIC for 
those who want to see the 
successor to AMOS as the best 
BASIC style language for the 
Amiga.

Now we can compete 
on an equal level with IBM and 
clones.. and offer EXTRA features 
they can only dream of. 


The Motorola 68060 processor 
may be the last processor to be 
made for the "consumer" market.. 
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Commodore are considering using 
Hewlett Packard’s RISC 
technology instead as it offers the 
best performance for the price. 


They want the A5000 to run 
Windows NT at least 5 times faster 
than the Intel Pentium chip 
(Shouldn’t be too hard :-) ). 


Apparently developers have been 
told to only work on 32bit 
hardware...so goodbye A500-600- 
1000-1500-2000 owners.. even 
A3000 to a certain degree... (it 
doesn’t have AGA). 


That goes with the fact that 
Commodore have totally 
discontinued all the other machines

The A1200 is now temporarily at 

UK299 pounds, if you trade in 

your old A500 or A500+ -- expect 

this price to continue after even 

without trading in.... expect 

Ae packs at good prices

A670 will not appear.. why 
should Commodore spend money 
on it now.. the market is tiny in 
comparision .. especially when 
CD-TV is scrapped now... and they 
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want Amiga-CD titles to come 
““ out... ? 


SCSI-II for the A4000 is 
completed.. with the option of 
RAM expanded to 256 megs ... 
enough for most memory hungry 
people... hopefully! 


A4000/030’s have recently gone 
up in price ever so slightly... 
A4000/040’s have come down.... 


A1940/1942 monitors should be 
available in UK by the time this is 
released. They are already 
available from Commodore 
Germany. 


There are rumours of an A1400 
machine.... this could have been 
the working name for Amiga-CD.. 
or anew machine with the AAA 
chipset... nobody knows now... so 
that is all a rumovt.... 


As soon as prices of chips allow, 
the A1200 (or next follow on 
machine) will most definately 
utilise the 68030 processor.. 
making that the minimum spec 
machine. Awesome! 


Two new chipsets are in 
production (at BETA testing 
stages, so nearly done!) - AAA 
which offers 24bit truecolour etc.. 
and AAA\Ic (I think) low cost?! .. 
maybe we got that wrong, but its a 
cut down version whatever -- 
perhaps designed for future 
Amiga-CD machines... all 
unknown.. but whatever, AGA is 
only an intermediate chipset (but 
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~ we think you already knew that 


anyway). 


DSP should be here soon! 
About time.. the spec for sound is 
CONFIRMED finally as being 8 
channel 16bit sound. (with CD 
too, that leaves for some nice SFX 
in games). 


Games mentioned because 
Commodore specifically ask 
developers to concentrate now 
on LEISURE titles... they 
admitted that too many 
developers concentrated on 
educational and reference titles on 
CD-TV.. and although it is 
USEFUL, people want GAMES... 
and if that makes money, then 
there will be finance for other 
things ALSO but not INSTEAD

I have had a couple of requests of 
details of the article in CU Amiga 
this month on the CD32, this isa 
summary of the article -some of us 
don’t have an OCR system! :) 


What does it look like? 


The CD32 console is about the size 
of a sheet of A4 paper, and about 2 
inches deep. The top has a slight 
bulge to accomodate the top- 
loading CD player. The CD player 
is set off to the left-hand side of the 
machine. The top of the player is 
stamped with ‘32bit’ in much the 
same way as the Sega Megadrive. 


The machine is dark grey or black 
in colour, it is labelled in grey and 
red. The full name is ‘Amiga 
CD32’ (with the ‘32’ written as a 
superscript). 


‘Commodore’ is stamped into the 
machine top, but isn’t very 
prominent. (Is this significant? :) 
Facilities ? 

The controls on the console are set 


to the bottom-right of the machine. 
From left to right they are : 
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A reset button, a volume slider for 
headphones, and a headphone 
socket. 


Outputs are located at the back. 
They are a S-Video output, 
composite output and RF out jacks. 
There is *NO* RGB output. 


None of the pictures I have seen 
show where the controllers plug 
into the console. My best guess is 
on the left-hand side somewhere. 
The machine is supplied with 1 
controller. 


The controller looks very much 
like a SNES controller. On the left 
of the controller is a black joypad, 
the right-hand side of the controller 
has 4 buttons arranged like the 
SNES controller. According to CU 
Amiga there are 11 buttons on the 
controller! 


The machine has an expansion port 
at the back, and can apparently be 
hooked up to a floppy disk drive. 


Inside 


Internally the machine is based on 
the A1l200, it has the same 
Motorola 68EC020 central 
processor, plus the AGA chipset. 
The console is capable of 
displaying all the AGA modes. 


The only change in the chipset is a 
large square processor which is

capable of converting chunky pixel 
graphics (a la PC for instance), into 
Amiga bitplane graphics. No speed 
or power ratings were mentioned. 


The machine is fitted with 2Mb of 
32-bit chip memory, there does not 
seem to be room on the 
motherboard for extra memory. 


Also included is 1K of flashRAM, 
Commodore are hoping that game 
designers will use this area for 
saved games. Because the area is 
too small to store all but the 
simplest data, it is expected that 
designers will have to use 
password saves like in “The Chaos 
Engine’. 


The CD drive is a dual-speed unit, 
capable of transfer rates of either 
150Kb/s or 300Kb/s. The player is 
capable of playing CD+G disks in 
the same way that the CDTV used 
to. No news on CDi, or Kodak 
PhotoCD compatibility though... 


MPEG compatibility to give Full 
Motion Video WILL be available 
at a later date. (A date of Autumn 
1993 has been mentioned). 


Compatibility ? 


Commodore are saying the 
machine has 60% compatibility 
with existing CDTV titles. (I think 
they gave much the same figure for 
the A1200 and it proved an 
underestimate). Most of the 
incompatibility is due to the 
changes in the AGA chipset. 
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It is not expected that much of the 
new software output will be 
downwardly compatible. (Ina 
separate interview, the MD of 
Commodore UK said that there 
MAY be a trade in for existing 
CDTV owners.) 


How Much? 


299.99 Pounds is the UK RRP, 
expect to see it discounted in the 
shops though. 


Games will cost between 19.95 
Pounds and 29.95 Pounds. The 
machine pack will contain the 
console, a controller and one or 
two game disks. 


Expect in the shops sometime this 
month. 


Games ? 


You bet, here is the list, as supplied 
by CU Amiga of titles in the 
pipeline. Don’t blame me if they 
don’t appear!

Continually in search of a 
genealogy program to suit my 
needs I was quick to obtain a copy 
of the latest one to come to my 
attention, ArJay Genealogist. 
Written by Robbie JAkins of 
Wellington, New Zealand it is to 
be found on Fish disk 865. The 
program is "freely distributable" 
and donations to the author 
welcomed. 


The program impressed me from 
the start as being well thought out 
and written. A lot of time and 
effort has obviously been put into 
presentation which compares well 
with most programs I’ve seen in 
the commercial field. 


The program features a full 
Intuition interface and uses 
C ‘om m.*'o* doers ens 
"amigaguide.library” to provide the 
on-line context-sensitive help. 
Placing the mouse pointer over a 
gadget and pressing the mouse key 
will display help on that particular 
gadget. Pressing the mouse button 
whilst the pointer is not covering a 
gadget results in the main help 
contents screen being displayed. 


First time users must click on 
"InstallHelp” after opening the 
"Genealogist" drawer and allow 
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"amigaguide.library" to be 
installed for the on-line help 
system to operate. From then on 
double clicking on the "ArJay" 
icon gains access to the program. 


There are three pull-down menus, 
Project, Print and Extras. Project 
contains the usual, "New", "Open", 
"Save", "Quit" and also "Info" 
which in this instance gives 
information on the currently 
opened data-file; the file name, 
number of records, available room 
(persons), editor and viewer chosen 
etc. 


The Print menu provides Lists of 
People, Families, A Summary of 
Personal Information, A Family 
Group Sheet and Descendant and 
Pedigree Charts. 


The People Lists can be in either 
alphabetical or record number 
order and this is changed by 
toggling, "Sorting On/Off" in the 
Extras menu. This is also reflected 
in the screen presentation of the 
people lists. Also in the Extras 
menu is "Add People" which is 
useful when adding multiple new 
records. It allows groups of either 
10 or 20 new blank records to be 
added to the data-base in one go. 


Colours is another Extras menu 
item. Here the user can choose 
from five pre-set colour 
combinations. 


The last two items in the Extras 
menu are, "Choose Editor" and 
"Choose Viewer". Additional 
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information on both individuals 
and family groups can be created in 
free-form note files and IFF 
pictures can be stored with the 
data-base and viewed from within 
the program using any IFF viewer. 
The choice of editor and IFF 
viewer is the users but must have 
been made here before these 
functions can be used from the 


program. 


Having installed the on-line help 
and entered the program, first time 
users are recommended to go to the 
Project menu and open the file, 
"Example". Then choose, "Info" 
also in the Project menu. You will 
see that the file contains records of 
108 people and 34 families plus 
other relevant information. Click 
on "Okay" which leaves you on the 
"Personal Details" screen with the 
first record visible. It is of the 
fictitious Albert Henry Smith. As 
there is only one photograph in the 
example and it is his, before you do 
anything else, click on the "View 
Picture"gadget and load 
"PPl.example". You should see 
young Albert in all his glory. To 
get rid off him click the left mouse 
button where the exit gadget would 
normally be visible, i.e. in the top 
left hand corner. 


Having looked at the picture my 
suggestion is to play around to 
your hearts content. Providing you 
do not save when you exit anything 
you do will not affect the, 
"Example" program. It should not 
take more than about 15 minutes of 
intensive "playing" to find your 
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way around the program. 
Remember to use the on-line help 
system, it’s a beauty in my book. 
Just press the help button, 
remembering that help ona 
particular gadget can be called up 
by the mouse pointer being over 
that gadget when the help key is 
pressed. Once in "Help" there are 
gadgets galore which allow you to 
zip from subject to subject. 


You should now be ready to start 
your own family tree so choose 
"New" from the "Projects" menu 
and go for it! 


The program handles multiple and 
unconventional marriages, adopted 
children and unmarried parents. 
Beside the printed charts, ancestor 
and descendant charts can be 
viewed on screen. It has flexible 
searching facilities and multiple 
ARexx ports with an extensive 
command set. One thousand 
people per data-base can be 
handled with data-bases held in 
RAM for maximum speed and 
responsiveness. Don’t forget to 
save to disk when you’ve done and 
regularly in-between! Requires 
AmigaDOS v2.04+. Ilmeg of 
RAM is recommended. PALor 
NTSC users are catered for. 


Unfortunately, I have come across 
one problem. I cannot get any of 
the keyboard short-cuts quoted in 
the on-line help system to work 
properly. Two work and give the 
wrong response, the others not at 
all. Not a major problem as all of 
the mouse commands work fine. 
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Never-the-less I am even more 
impressed with this program than I 
was when I started this review. I 
see a great future for it and look 
forward to other great programs 
from Robbie JAkins. As a person 
with little technical knowledge I 
must also say how nice it is to find 
a "freely distributable" program 
that is not a hassle to get onto a 
hard disk, is not a hassle to instal 
and just plain works! 


N.B. Since writing this review I 
have been in touch with the author. 
He tells me my problem is caused 
by not using the default key- 
mapping of the Amiga. The "bug" 
has been fixed and will be 
distributed with the next release.
